Dear  Mr.  Shaw: 

Ever  since  your  statement  about  the  Locker- 
bie (Dumfriesshire)  Spitfire  appeared  in  the 
October  issue  of  the  Alumni  Magazine,  I have 
wished  to  tell  you  how  greatly  I appreciate 
your  publishing  it.  But  I have  tallied  that  I 
might  report  on  results. 

As  I have  just  written  Mr.  Cowdery,  friends 
of  the  Fund  over  here  will  have  doubled  the 
original  sum  ($150)  by  the  time  the  checks 
now  out  reach  the  other  side.  A report  from 
my  brother-in-law  tells  me  that  he  has  al- 
ready placed  $210  in  American  checks  on  the 
Fund.  And  I have  ninety-two  dollars  on  the 
way  over.  That  is  rather  a remarkable  result 
when  there  are  so  many  larger  interests  here 
calling  for  funds. 

Yet  the  amount  is  far  from  measuring  the 
inspiriting  effect  the  Oberlin  interest  has  pro- 
duced on  the  country-side.  They  are  tremend- 
ously heartened  by  it.  In  fact,  their  little 
country  paper,  The  Dumfries  Standard,  pub- 
lished an  article — now  in  Mr.  Cowdery  *s 
hands — about  Oberlin  and  its  aid.  It  is  at 
least  interesting  that  a little  town  in  the 
South  of  Scotland  should  dig  up  facts  about  a 
little  town  in  Ohio,  and  place  the  emphasis 
where  it  belongs — on  its  pioneering  in  educa- 
tion. 

Heretofore,  any  stray  Oberlinite  visiting 
Dumfries  in  his  travels,  has  gone  only  for  its 
Burns  Association  and  Memorial.  Or,  it  his 
interest  in  History  urged  him,  for  a look  into 
the  church  where  (in  an  earlier  edifice,  to  be 
sure)  the  Bruce  killed  the  Red  Comyn.  Now, 
by  this  goo  dact  of  generosity  on  the  part  of 
Oberlin  (in  raising  a fund  to  supplement  that 
of  Dumfries’  for  purchase  of  a Spitfire  plane 
for  the  R.  A.  F.),  the  two  towns  have  a com- 
mon human  interest — they  are  one  in  a great 
cause. 

For  your  part  in  spreading  the  interest,  you 
have  my  grateful  thanks.

New  Procedure  Adopted 
for  Nominating  Alumni 
Trustees 

As  a result  of  recommendations 
made  by  the  Alumni  Council,  follow- 
ing a report  by  a special  committee  of 
the  Alumni  Association,  the  College 
Board  of  Trustees  has  approved  a new 
procedure  for  nominating  alumni 
trustees  to  the  Board.  Since  1S92, 
Oberlin  graduates  have  directly  elected 
six  of  the  twenty-four  members  of 
the  College  Board  of  Trustees.  This 
practice  will  continue,  but  the  method 
of  making  nominations  has  been  re- 
vised by  the  action  taken  by  the  Board 
at  its  meeting  on  November  16. 

Heretofore,  nominations  have  been 
made  by  the  general  body  of  graduates. 
Nominating  ballots  were  sent  out  in 
the  spring  by  the  College  Secretary, 
and  each  graduate  has  been  asked  to 
enter  the  name  of  an  alumnus  as  candi- 
date for  trustee.  Tire  names  of  the 
five  candidates  who  thus  receive  the 
highest  number  of  votes  were  then 
printed  on  ballots  and  sent  out  to  all 
graduates  in  the  fall.  The  candidate 
receiving  the  highest  number  of  votes 
was  declared  elected. 

In  1937,  the  Junior  Alumni  Coun- 
cil undertook  a study  of  the  opera- 
tion of  this  nominating  procedure. 
The  Junior  Council  reported  the  fol- 
lowing findings,  among  others: 

1.  About  half  as  many  ballots  are  cast 
for  nomination  as  are  cast  in  the 
final  election. 

2.  On  the  nominating  ballot,  the  re- 
tiring trustee  uniformly  is  first  and 
well  ahead  of  the  field. 

3.  On  the  nominating  ballot  as  few  as 
10%  of  the  alumni  have  voted. 

4.  As  few  as  four  votes  have  nominated 
a candidate,  and  it  has  never  re- 
quired more  than  3 8 votes  to  nomi- 
nate the  lowest  candidate. 

5.  Alumni  participation  on  the  final 
ballot  has  varied  from  29%  to 
60%. 

6.  The  vote  among  some  of  the  candi- 
dates is  often  very  close. 

From  the  foregoing,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  nominating  procedure  which 
has  been  in  effect  resulted  in  nomina- 
tions of  very  many  candidates,  all  save 
the  retiring  trustee  having  a very  small 
number  of  scattered  votes.  As  few  as 
thirty-eight  people  could  get  together 
and  put  the  name  of  their  candidate 
on  the  final  ballot.  The  average  alum- 
nus, presented  with  the  nominating 


ballot  and  a list  of  the  present  Board 
of  Trustees,  was  at  a loss  to  select 
from  among  the  Oberlin  alumni  known 
to  him  one  who  might  be  especially 
well  qualified  to  serve  as  trustee.  The 
figures  show  that  most  alumni,  faced 
with  this  problem,  tended  to  re-nomi- 
nate  the  incumbent.  It  is  remarkable 
that,  in  view  of  the  manifest  defects 
in  the  nomination  procedure,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Trustees  elected 
by  alumni  have  been  of  such  uniform- 
ly high  calibre.  No  doubt  this  is  be- 
cause, in  the  final  election,  names  of 
well-known  and  outstanding  alumni 
have  regularly  appeared  on  the  ballot, 
as  well  as  names  of  less  well-known 
candidates  placed  there  by  small  minor- 
ity groups. 

Holding  that  the  nomination  of 
candidates  for  election  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  by  alumni  is  an  important 
step  which  should  receive  very  care- 
ful consideration,  and  that  such  candi- 
dates should  be  named  only  after  study 
of  their  qualifications,  the  Alumni 
Council  authorized  the  appointment 
of  a special  committee  in  1937,  to 
recommend  changes  in  procedure  which 
would  correct  the  defects  noted  by 
the  Junior  Council.  The  special  com- 
mittee, chairmaned  by  Trafton  M. 
Dye,  ’06,  and  of  which  Louis  Peirce, 
’2  8,  President  of  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion, has  been  an  especially  active  mem- 
ber, had  extensive  correspondence  and 
conferences  with  the  Committee  on 
Nomination  of  Trustees  and  Trustee 
Committees  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

As  a result,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
adopted  the  following  nomination  pro- 
cedure at  its  meeting  on  November  16: 

1.  On  or  before  April  15,  of  each  year, 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Alumni  Association  may  nominate 
three  persons  to  be  candidates  for 
election  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
by  alumni. 

2.  On  or  about  May  1,  the  Secretary 
of  the  College  will  call  for  additional 
nominations  to  be  made  by  all 
alumni.  This  call  will  name  the  re- 
tiring trustee,  the  other  members  of 
the  Board,  and  the  nominations 
which  have  been  made  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. Each  alumnus  is  then 
asked  to  nominate  two  additional 
persons,  and  nominations  are  closed 
on  June  3 0. 

3.  On  or  about  September  1,  the  Col- 
lege Secretary  is  to  send  final  ballots 
to  all  alumni,  bearing  the  names  of 
the  candidates  named  by  the  Execu- 


tive Committee  and  the  two  other 
persons  having  the  highest  number 
of  nominating  votes  in  the  general 
primary.  With  the  ballot  will  g0 
brief  statements  concerning  each 
nominee,  including  a statement  in- 
dicating whether  the  candidate  was 
nominated  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee or  by  the  general  primary 
ballot.  y 

4.  Each  alumnus  may  vote  for  as  many 
of  the  five  candidates  as  he  pleases, 
numbering  them  in  accordance  with 
first  choice,  second  choice,  and  so 
on.  The  election  will  be  closed  on 
October  31.  The  election  will  be 
determined  on  a basis  of  proportional 
representation,  and  the  person  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  on  that 
basis  shall  be  elected  an  alumni 
trustee. 

The  introduction  of  proportional 
representation  into  the  procedure  is, 
perhaps,  the  most  radical  change.  As 
most  alumni  will  know,  proportional 
representation  is  one  of  the  latest 
methods  of  conducting  an  election  so 
that  every  voter  may  make  his  opinion 
of  candidates  felt  in  an  election.  If 
his  first  choice  candidate  is  not  elected, 
his  vote  is  not  wasted  (as  under  the 
ordinary  voting  procedure) , his  ballot 
is  then  given  to  his  second  choice  candi- 
date. 

On  its  part,  the  Alumni  Association 
plans  to  do  all  possible  to  stimulate 
alumni  interest  in  trustee  elections,  es- 
pecially in  the  pages  of  the  Alumni 
Magazine.  And  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Alumni  Association  can 
be  expected  to  take  a serious  view  of 
its  new  responsibility  for  naming  three 
of  the  five  nominees. 

Distinguished  Service 
Medal  Award 

Alumni  are  urged  to  send  in  to  the 
Alumni  Office  names  of  persons  who 
should  be  considered  for  the  Alumni 
Association’s  Distinguished  Service 
Medal,  awarded  for  notable  service  to 
Oberlin  College.  The  special  alumni 
committee  which  will  vote  the  award 
will  begin  considering  candidates  the 
first  of  next  year. 

Last  year  the  committee  made  no 
award.  This  year  it  is  hoped  that  the 
number  of  suggestions  sent  in  by 
alumni  will  give  the  committee  a wide 
range  of  choice  among  persons,  not 
necessarily  Oberlin  graduates,  who  have 
rendered  outstanding  services  to  Ober- 
lin. 

In  the  past,  the  medal  has  been 
awarded  to  President  Henry  Churchill 
King,  Dr.  Dan  Freeman  Bradley,  Pro- 
fessor Charles  Henry  Adams  Wager, 
Miss  Frances  Juliette  Hosford,  Mr.  R. 
T.  Miller,  Jr.,  Professor  Charles  Win- 
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fred  Savage,  and  Professor  Kemper  Ful- 
lerton.

The  L.  L.  S.  Fellowship 
for  Women 

The  L.  L.  S.  Fellowship,  valued  at 
$1,000,  is  offered  to  alumnae  members 
of  L.  L.  S.  who  have  been  out  of  col- 
lege at  least  two  years,  who  have  a 
definite  scholastic  aim  in  view,  and 
whose  ability  has  been  tested  by  ex- 


perience. Application  blanks  may  be 
secured  from  Dean  C.  F.  Wittke, 
Chairman,  Committee  on  Graduate 
Study,  Oberlin  College,  Oberlin,  Ohio. 
Completed  applications  should  reach 
the  Committee  not  later  than  March 
15,  1941. 

Since  the  fellowship  was  first  award- 
ed in  1911-12,  to  Miss  Jessie  Caughey, 
’99,  fourteen  women  have  been  granted 
the  fellowship  in  aid  of  advanced  study 
in  various  fields.  Any  L.  L.  S.  alumna 
interested  in  graduate  study  is  urged 
to  apply. 

The  Gray  Scholarship 
for  Men

Widow  of  Late  President  Barrows 
Dies  in  California 

Mrs.  Sarah  Eleanor  Barrows,  widow 
of  John  Henry  Barrows,  fifth  Presi- 
dent of  Oberlin  College,  died  in 
Berkeley,  California,  on  November  2, 
following  a long  illness.  She  was  8 8 
years  of  age.  Since  1912,  she  had  made 
her  home  in  Berkeley  with  her  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Frank  Irwin. 

She  was  born  in  Willianistown,  Mas- 
sachusetts, in  1 85  2,  and  attended  the 
Normal  School  in  Westfield  before  en- 
tering the  teaching  profession.  In  1875, 
she  married  Mr.  Barrows,  a young 
minister  whom  she  had  met  on  a trip 
to  Europe. 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Barrows  came  to  Ober- 
lin in  1899,  where  they  built  the  home 
now  used  as  a dormitory  on  South 
Professor  Street,  known  as  Barrows 
House.  Dr.  Barrows  died  in  office, 
June  3,  1902,  after  only  a short  term 
as  Oberlin’s  president.  In  1908,  the 
family  moved  to  Princeton. 

Mrs.  Barrows  is  survived  by  three 
daughters  and  a son:  Mrs.  Frank  Irwin 
of  Berkeley;  Mrs.  A.  E.  Richards;  Mrs. 
Alan  Gregg;  and  Arthur  S.  Barrows.

Lucien  C.  Warner,  donors  of  Warner 
Hall  and  Warner  Gymnasium.

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THE  STATE  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

Digest  of  the  President's  Annual  Report 


•A.NYONE  familiar  with  the  affairs  of  Oberlin  College 
knows  that  its  most  immediate  and  pressing  problem  is  that 
of  new  buildings.  Not  only  must  certain  present  buildings 
be  replaced,  but  additional  facilities  must  be  provided  if 
Oberlin  is  to  have  an  economical  and  adequate  physical 
plant  in  which  to  conduct  its  activities.  This  holds  for  not 
only  its  educational  plant  of  recitation  buildings,  and  labor- 
atories, but  also  for  dormitories.  The  women’s  new  gym- 
nasium and  the  addition  to  the  Art  Building,  most  recent 
additions  to  Oberlin’s  physical  plant,  are  a fraction  of  the 
total  need. 

It  is  no  wonder,  then,  that  a major  part  of  President 
Wilkins’  annual  report  for  1939-40  is  concerned  with 
efforts  to  cope  with  this  problem  of  new  buildings.  We  find 
in  the  report  an  interesting  account  of  steps  taken  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  help  relieve  the  situation  by  drawing 
upon  every  possible  resource  of  the  College.  At  the  same 
time,  the  Trustees  continue  a quiet  campaign  to  enlist  the 
interest  of  certain  donors  who  might  be  able  to  make  the 
substantial  gifts  necessary  to  meet  the  need  for  new  build- 
ings. 

For  New  Buildings 

The  study  of  the  College’s  assets  conducted  by  the  Trus- 
tees to  see  where  funds  might  be  found  which  might  be 
used  for  buildings  brought  out  the  fact  that  the  College 
did  have  certain  unallocated  securities  which  might  be 
considered  either  as  income  or  as  a part  of  the  permanent 
endowment.  If  considered  as  income,  these  securities  might 
be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  for  new  buildings.  The  Trus- 
tees voted  on  April  27,  1940,  to  consider  these  securities  as 
free  current  assets,  to  be  expended  where  most  needed.  The 
market  value  of  these  securities  at  that  time  was  about 
$1,370,000,  but  since  many  were  in  Aluminum,  Ltd.,  of 
Canada,  Hitler’s  subsequent  blitzkrieg  through  western 
Europe  caused  a considerable  drop  in  value  which  has  since 
reduced  the  amount  of  funds  available  from  this  source. 

The  Trustees  voted  to  use  $214,878  of  these  free  current 
assets  to  extinguish  accumulated  deficits,  and  appropriated 
$100,000  for  building  repairs.  Nine  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars was  set  aside  as  a Building  Fund  for  an  addition  to  the 
Library,  and  for  other  buildings.  Since  that  date,  the 
$225,000  addition  to  the  Library  has  gone  under  construc- 
tion. Which  of  the  other  buildings  will  go  under  construc- 
tion depends  in  part  on  whether  the  value  of  the  securities 
depressed  by  war  will  later  recover  and  bring  in  enough 
funds  to  construct  them. 

Elsewhere  in  his  report,  President  Wilkins  lists  in  order 
of  need  nine  buildings  selected  by  a committee  of  some 
twenty  faculty  members.  The  list  includes  a Physics  Build- 
ing ($400,000),  a Heating  Plant  ($250,000),  Biology 
Building  ($400,000),  Large  Men’s  Residence  ($200,000), 
Geology  Building  ($250,000)  , Psychology  Building  ($250,- 
000),  Maintenance  Building  ($100,000),  Large  Residence 
for  Women  ($200,000),  and  an  addition  to  Allen  Memorial 
Hospital  ($100,000).  These  total  $2,150,000,  without 
any  endowment  provided  for  upkeep  of  the  buildings.  The 
science  buildings  would  be  built  as  units  in  the  proposed 
science  quadrangle. 

At  their  April  meeting,  the  Trustees  also  authorized  the 
President  to  seek  a gift  of  $150,000  to  $200,000  for  half 


the  cost  of  a Biology  Building,  with  the  understanding  that 
the  College  would  furnish  the  other  half;  and  to  seek  a gift 
of  like  amount  toward  the  cost  of  a Physics  Building,  with 
the  understanding  that  the  College  would  furnish  half 
the  funds  needed  to  construct  the  needed  building. 

The  $100,000  set  aside  for  repairs  of  buildings  made 
Oberlin  a very  busy  place  during  the  past  summer,  with  some 
300  repair  jobs  under  way.  Certain  changes  in  the  Admin- 
istration Building  relieved  in  part  the  crowded  conditions 
of  the  Treasurer’s  Office  and  the  office  of  the  Investment 
Executive.  The  building  which  received  the  most  attention 
was  Warner  Hall:  the  south  wall  of  the  concert  hall  was 
partly  rebuilt,  a section  of  the  roof  was  replaced,  and  the 
main  stair  wells  were  reinforced  with  steel  columns  and 
beams.  Six  classrooms  in  Peters  Hall  were  modernized. 

"What  about  the  Hall  Auditorium?”  is  the  question 
usually  asked  by  Oberlin  alumni  when  buildings  are  men- 
tioned. The  President’s  report  again  records  progress,  as  has 
been  the  case  each  year,  but  no  one  is  yet  ready  to  predict 
when  construction  will  start.  In  1939,  following  an  inspec- 
tion of  the  new  auditorium  at  the  University  of  Wisconsin 
which  embodied  certain  features  that  seemed  desirable  for 
Oberlin’s  auditorium,  plans  for  the  building  were  drastically 
altered.  The  new  plans  will  permit  a much  lower  con- 
struction cost  and  a more  efficient  building.  In  June,  1940. 
the  Trustees  approved  of  these  new  plans  as  embodying  in  a 
satisfactory  manner  the  needs  of  the  College,  and  referred 
final  approval  of  plans  to  their  Committee  on  Location, 
Plans,  and  Construction  of  College  Buildings. 

Establish  Depreciation  Fund 

The  past  year  also  saw  the  College  adopt  a new  policy 
with  respect  to  management  of  its  dormitory  plant.  The 
budget  for  1940-41  contains  for  the  first  time  an  item  for 
depreciation  of  residences  and  dining  halls.  This  item  is 
fixed  for  the  time  being  at  only  one-half  of  one  per  cent  of 
the  value  of  these  properties,  but  it  will  build  up  a reserve 
fund  sufficient  to  replace  one  or  more  obsolescent  residences 
at  some  future  time.  The  accumulation  of  such  a fund  can 
be  accelerated  if  necessary  by  raising  the  annual  increment 
turned  over  to  the  reserve  fund. 

Gifts  and  Bequests  Total  $118,206 

Gifts  and  bequests  received  during  the  past  year  amounted 
to  $118,206,  as  compared  with  $83,339  in  1938-39.  Gifts 
to  capital  for  1939-40,  including  bequests,  amounted  to 
$66,319;  gifts  for  current  use  amounted  to  $5  1,887.  The 
largest  gift  to  capital  was  that  of  Mr.  R.  T.  Miller,  Jr.,  ’91, 
who  gave  $2  5,000  for  the  purchase  of  original  works  of  art. 
The  largest  bequest  was  from  the  estate  of  Mrs.  Belle  John- 
son Landfear;  it  amounted  to  $24,200,  to  be  used  as  a 
scholarship  fund. 

Alumni  Fund  Aids  Five  Departments 

In  listing  the  gifts,  President  Wilkins  makes  special  men- 
tion of  that  received  from  the  Alumni  Fund  of  1939-40. 
"A  gift  of  $1,000  from  the  Alumni  Association  went  a very 
long  way  in  enabling  us  to  make  special  purchases  and  get 
special  things  done.  Part  of  this  gift  was  used,  together 
with  a gift  from  the  Student  Council,  to  make  possible  a 
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notable  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  recreation 
facilities  in  the  Men’s  Building;  part  went  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a Bell  & Howell  Filmosound  Master  Motion  Picture 
Projector;  and  the  rest  enabled  us  to  add  to  the  equipment 
of  the  Departments  of  Physics,  Astronomy,  Botany,  Zoology, 
and  Psychology  the  following  objects  (no  one  of  which 
would  have  been  bought  from  the  current  budget)  : an 
illuminating  system  bench;  an  arc  or  spark  support;  a cylin- 
drical quartz  lens;  three  supporting  carriages;  an  observing 
ladder  with  adjustable  seat;  an  eight-day  sidereal  clock;  a 
reclining  chair  for  cross-staff  observations;  an  apparatus  for 
locating  the  celestial  equator  and  the  celestial  meridian;  a 
spectroscope  for  chlorophyll;  an  increment  borer  for  deter- 
mining the  age  of  trees;  three  sections 
of  a special  type  of  card  index  file;  and  a 
Bausch  & Lomb  aluminum-coated  pro- 
jection screen. 

"The  Alumni  Association  and  all 
other  friends  of  the  College  may  be 
sure  that  equal  care  will  be  exercised  in 
the  expenditure  of  any  similar  undesig- 
nated gift  for  current  expenses.” 

Among  the  gifts  to  capital  is  listed 
$679.75  received  from  alumni  as  pay- 
ments on  their  "285”  pledges  made  in  the 
1923  Building  Fund  and  Endowment 
Campaign. 

Trustees  Study  Office 

of  Treasurer 

Our  far-sighted  Board  of  Trustees  has 
been  laying  plans  in  anticipation  of  the 
retirement  of  College  Treasurer  Wade 
Cargill.  In  193  8,  the  methods  used  by 
the  Treasurer’s  office  were  studied  by 
several  outside  authorities,  including  Mr. 

Lloyd  Morey,  Comptroller  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Illinois,  Mr.  LeRoy  E.  Kim- 
ball, Comptroller  of  New  York  Univer- 
sity, and  Mr.  Halsey  C.  Edgerton,  Treas- 
urer of  Dartmouth  College.  Their  re- 
ports were  studied  by  a special  Trustee 
committee,  which  subsequently  recommended  "that  a 
trained,  experienced,  and  competent  man  be  called  to  suc- 
ceed Mr.  Cargill  as  Treasurer,  to  arrive  during  Mr.  Cargill’s 
incumbency  so  that  he  may  become  familiar  with  the  office 
as  now  constituted.  This  man  should  be  well  versed  and 
experienced  in  financial  organization,  general  accounting, 
auditing  and  current  budget  operation.  He  should  be  capable 
of  initiating  and  installing  systems  and  methods  for  inter- 
departmental accounting  and  control,  and  providing  neces- 
sary statistical  information  to  all  departments  having  to  do 
with  the  business  operations.”  This  recommendation  of  the 
committee,  as  well  as  others  which  it  submitted,  was  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

College  Income  and  Expense 

Treasurer  Cargill’s  report,  which  was  issued  along  with 
the  I resident  s,  shows  that  as  of  August  31,  1940,  the  close 

0 the  fiscal  year,  the  College  had  a surplus  of  $57,336.34. 

1 he  educational  budget  shows  expenditures  of  $1  478  - 

the  residences  and  dining  halls  expenditures’ were 
S436, 158.89;  expenditures  at  Allen  Hospital  were  $48- 
75  5.68  ; the  Oberlin  Inn  spent  $75,611.96;  expenditures  for 
Artist  Recitals  were  $13,856.62;  rentals  of  properties  pur- 
chased from  income  were  $6,342.87.  Expenditures  for  all 
budgetary  purposes  totaled  $2,058,927.71.  On  this  scale  is 
operated  the  third  largest  college  in  the  United  States. 

The  educational  budget  shows  that  income  for  educa- 
tional purposes  (as  distinguished  from  operation  of  dormi- 
tories, hospital,  etc.)  came  from  the  following  sources:

endowments,  54.9%;  endowments  held  in  trust,  1.1%; 
student  fees,  41.7%;  gifts  for  current  use,  1.5%;  miscel- 
laneous, 1.5%.  Total  income  for  educational  purposes  was 
$1,533,291.05. 

Many  alumni  will  be  especially  interested  in  the  fact  that 
the  College  has  this  past  year  made  provision  for  diagnostic 
psychiatric  service  on  one  day  a week  for  students  thought 
by  the  College  Physicians  to  be  in  need  of  such  help. 

With  the  retirement  of  Miss  Florence  Fitch,  who  has 
been  Professor  of  Biblical  Literature,  the  courses  which  she 
has  offered  in  the  Department  of  Religion  have  been  as- 
signed to  several  other  present  members  of  the  faculty  of  the 
College  and  of  the  Gradute  School  of  Theology.  The  courses 
in  Religion  now  offered  are  as  follows: 
Professor  Mack,  Literature  of  the  Bible; 
Dean  Graham,  T he  Synoptic  Gospels,  and 
Epistles  of  Paul;  Professor  Horton, 
Christianity  and  Modern  Civilization, 
and  Development  of  Christianity;  and 
Professor  Kozak,  History  of  Living  Re- 
ligions. Students  majoring  in  religion 
will  be  under  joint  jurisdiction  of  Dean 
Wittke  and  Dean  Graham. 

Faculty  Surveys  Visual 
Education 

The  possibility  of  greater  use  of  visual 
aids  to  teaching  was  investigated  by  a 
special  faculty  committee  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Professor  Robert  S. 
Fletcher,  ’20.  Its  survey  of  present 
equipment  revealed  that  the  College 
owned  four  silent  motion  picture  pro- 
jectors, some  3 0 still  projection  lanterns, 
a splendid  collection  of  some  60,000  fine 
arts  slides  and  15,000  other  slides,  and 
about  400  wall  maps  and  charts.  The 
need  for  a sound  motion  picture  pro- 
jector reported  by  the  committee  was 
subsequently  met  by  a gift  of  a projec- 
tor by  the  Alumni  Association.  The 
committee  reported  a notable  lack  of  auxiliary  projection 
equipment — screens,  electrical  outlets,  and  provision  for 
darkening  rooms — which  limits  the  use  of  the  available  pro- 
jection equipment.  Another  need  listed  by  the  committee, 
that  for  a microfilm  reading  machine,  will  be  met  by  the 
Library  in  the  near  future. 

Oberlin  Radio  Programs 

Twenty-eight  radio  programs  involving  Oberlin  faculty 
or  staff  members  and  students  were  arranged  by  the  College 
Publicity  Bureau  or  called  to  its  attention  during  the  year. 
Of  this  number,  nineteen  were  over  national  networks.  The 
main  national  series,  "Oberlin  on  the  Air,”  consisted  of  nine 
half-hour  broadcasts  over  the  Mutual  Network.  Some  pro- 
grams were  entirely  musical,  others  presented  discussions  of 
various  subjects.  As  far  as  possible,  alumni  were  notified  of 
these  programs  through  the  pages  of  the  Alumni  Magazine, 
and  by  postcard  notices. 

The  Mock  Convention 

The  Oberlin  Republican  Mock  Convention  was  a high- 
light of  the  campus  year  which  was  carried  on  the  Mutual 
Network  on  May  10  and  11.  Proceedings  of  the  Convention 
were  fully  reported  in  the  May  issue  of  the  Alumni  Maga- 
zine. It  is  enough  to  say  here  that  as  President  Wilkins  says 
in  his  report,  "the  pattern  of  the  subsequent  National  Re- 
publican Convention  was  anticipated  at  Oberlin  in  that 
Dewey  led  on  the  first  ballot  and  then  lost  strength,  and,

" What  kind  of  a college  is  Oberlin?” 

" How  many  are  enrolled  in  the  College?” 

"Is  it  in  a big  city?” 

"What  sort  of  students  attend  Oberlin?” 

"What  does  it  cost  to  go  to  school  at  Oberlin?” 

"What  courses  are  offered  at  Oberlin?” 

"Are  there  alumni  in  my  vicinity  to  whom  I may  talk?” 

Last  year,  eight  thousand  high  school  students,  mostly 
Juniors  and  Seniors,  from  twenty-two  hundred  different 
communities  asked  these  and  countless  other  questions 
about  Oberlin.  Inquiries  came  from  every  State  in  the 
Union,  and  the  District  of  Columbia.  Many  inquired  be- 
cause of  alumni  prompting  and  interest.  Others  had  heard 
of  the  college  and  wrote  on  their  own  initiative.  Some 
were  urged  by  their  high  school  principals  to  write  to  the 
college. 

How  to  satisfy  this  thirst  for  information?  The  Col- 
lege’s Admissions  Office  sent  each  inquirer  a copy  of  the 
96-page  pictorial  bulletin  designed  expressly  to  answer  such 
questions.  Many  received  copies  of  the  special  bulletins  of 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  and  of  the  Conservatory 
of  Music.  Many  received  maps  of  Oberlin  in  color,  an- 
nouncements of  Oberlin  radio  programs,  copies  of  the  stu- 
dent newspaper,  the  Oberlin  Review.  Others  enjoyed  con- 
siderable correspondence  with  admissions  officers  Seaman 
and  Anderson. 

Personal  Contacts  Important 

But  the  printed  page  is  scarcely  enough;  the  inquiring 
student  wants  to  see  for  himself.  (Including  those  who 
came  to  Oberlin  on  High  School  Day,  about  1,200  visited 
the  campus  to  see  it  in  action.)  Or  if  he  cannot  see  the 
campus  for  himself,  he  wants  to  talk  to  someone — student, 
alumnus,  or  faculty  member — who  has  been  there  personally, 
who,  therefore,  can  answer  with  greater  authority  than  the 
printed  page,  who  can  talk  and  be  talked  to,  who  can  speak 
from  experience,  who  can,  to  a greater  or  less  degree,  say 
those  candid  things  which  rarely  appear  in  official  publica- 
tions. 

The  College  is  able  to  offer  such  an  opportunity  each 
year  to  students  in  100  communities  in  ten  states,  mainly 
in  the  Middle  West,  the  Middle  Atlantic,  and  New  England 
areas  through  visits  by  the  Admissions  officers  to  some  130 
schools.  But  obviously  these  visits  reach  only  a small  pro- 
portion of  all  those  who  have  made  inquiries,  even  in  the 
states  where  school  visits  are  made.  Frequently,  too,  in 
these  areas,  inquiries  which  deserve  immediate  personal 
handling  come  prior  to,  or  long  after  the  visit  of  the  Ober- 
lin representative. 


We  come,  then,  to  the  fact  that  students  in  thirty-eight 
States  and  two  thousand  communities  not  reached  by  the 
Admissions  Office  travel  program,  many  of  them  too  far 
removed  to  visit  the  campus,  should  have  access  to  first- 
hand information  about  Oberlin  College  from  other  sources 
if  the  story  of  Oberlin  is  to  be  told  to  them  adequately. 

Alumni  in  Strategic  Position 

By  whom  then  should  it  be  told,  and  can  it  be  told? 
The  best  answer  is,  of  course,  the  Alumni.  Like  the  stu- 
dents who  are  inquiring  about  Oberlin,  the  alumni  live  in 
every  state  and  in  thousands  of  communities.  They,  more- 
over, know  Oberlin  from  first-hand  experience.  Many  of 
them  return  to  the  campus  from  time  to  time,  keep  in 
touch  with  it  through  the  Alumni  Magazine,  through 
alumni  meetings,  and  through  conversations  with  present 
students.  They  have  access  to  college  publications.  They 
can  offer  honest  appraisal  of  the  College  from  the  vantage 
point  of  their  own  mature  experience.  Like  the  College 
itself,  they  are  interested  in  maintaining  the  flow  of  well- 
qualified  students  to  Oberlin’s  campus. 

Because,  over  the  years,  alumni  have  done  a great  deal 
of  this  work  of  interpretation  and  dissemination  of  the 
word  about  Oberlin,  about  1 S % of  every  entering  class  are 
sons  or  daughters  or  brothers  or  sisters  of  alumni,  and 
nearly  half  of  the  class  are  wholly  or  partially  influenced 
by  alumni  to  seek  admission  to  Oberlin.  Since  1932,  over 
500  alumni  have  served  as  Alumni  Admissions  Committee 
members. 

Through  the  co-operative  efforts  of  this  group,  names  of 
prospective  students  have  been  added  to  the  College  lists, 
and  careful  statements  of  appraisal  of  these  students  have 
been  made  available  to  admissions  officers.  Occasionally, 
alumni  have  graciously  opened  their  homes  to  high  school 
students  and  have  regaled  them  with  tales  of  Oberlin,  pic- 
tures from  Hi-O-Hi’s,  scrapbooks,  and  College  publica- 
tions. These  informal  contacts  have  done  much  to  arouse 
interest  in  Oberlin.  The  Alumni  Admissions  Committee 
members  have  been  prime  movers  in  the  highly  successful 
dinners  held  last  April,  at  which  a hundred  prospective 
students  in  six  different  cities  met  alumni  and  present  stu- 
dents and  learned  about  Oberlin  from  them. 

Recent  Years  Bring  Important  Gains 

In  no  small  part  are  the  alumni  responsible  for  the 
important  and  steady  gains  made  since  the  instituting  of 
a selective  admissions  policy  several  years  ago.  Those  who 
remember  the  days  when  there  were  nearly  two  women  to 
every  man  on  the  campus,  with  all  that  that  implies  for 
the  well-ordered  co-educational  social  program,  will  re- 
joice in  the  fact  that  the  year  1940,  finds  the  numbers  of 
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In  this  article  is  outlined  the 
new  plan  of  alumni  co-operation 
with  the  Admissions  Office  which 
was  recently  endorsed  by  the 
Oberlin  Alumni  Council.

The  plan  offers  an  unusual  op- 
portunity for  interested  alumni  to 
perform  an  important  service  for 
Oberlin. 


men  and  women  approximately  equal  (49%  men  in  the 
entire  student  body,  including  the  Conservatory  of  Music). 
Those  who  remember  the  days  when  the  honors  lists  were 
captured  mainly  by  the  women  will  be  interested  to  know 
that  in  recent  years  men  have  taken  60%  of  the  places  on 
those  lists.  Those  who  remember  the  early  thirties,  when, 
because  of  economic  conditions,  applications  to  the  Con- 
servatory fell  off  sharply  will  be  glad  to  know  that  ap- 
plications hit  an  all-time  high  in  1940.  And  Oberhnites 
take  some  justifiable  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  last  year 
Oberlin  Freshmen  headed  a list  of  more  than  375  colleges 
and  universities  in  the  college  aptitude  test  of  the  American 
Council  on  Education.  The  alumni  in  general,  and  the 
Alumni  Admissions  Committee  members  in  particular,  may 
accept  their  full  share  of  responsibility  for  these  important 
gains  at  Oberlin. 

New  Plan  for  Alumni  Co-operation 

It  is  now  time  to  take  the  next  step  in  alumni  co- 
operation on  the  admissions  program,  a step  which  has  been 
planned  co-operatively  by  the  Admissions  Office  and  the 
Alumni  Association,  and  which  received  the  unanimous 
endorsement  of  the  Oberlin  Alumni  Council,  in  June,  1939. 
The  Admissions  Office  of  the  College  is  this  month  seeking 
the  consent  of  some  800  Oberlin  alumni,  most  of  whom 
have  previously  helped  as  Alumni  Admissions  Committee 
members,  to  publish  their  names  as  Alumni  Admission 
Counsellors  in  the  College’s  bulletins.  Thus  prospective 
students  over  the  forty-eight  states  will  know  that  there 
is  someone  near  at  hand  to  whom  they  may  go  for  answers 
to  some  of  their  questions.  It  is  planned  that  these  lists  be 
published  by  state  or  regional  groups  and  sent  to  inquiring 
students  from  each  district. 

Role  of  Alumni  Admissions  Counsellor 

Obviously,  not  every  alumnus  can  nor  should  be  ex- 
pected to  provide  accurate  and  complete  information  on 
every  question  asked.  The  College  plans  to  keep  each 
Counsellor  provided  with  a current  descriptive  bulletin,  a 
map  of  Oberlin,  and  other  items  of  Oberlin  literature.  But 
the  chief  purpose  of  the  new  plan  is  not  to  provide  complete 
encyclopedic  information  about  present-day  Oberlin,  but 
rather  to  provide  through  the  alumni  a personal  liaison  be- 
tween the  College  and  the  prospective  student,  leaving  such 
questions  as  cannot  be  readily  answered  to  further  corre- 
spondence with  the  College  itself. 

It  is  obvious,  too,  that  the  Alumni  Admissions  Counsellor 
cannot  guarantee  admission  to  every  student  who  expresses 
interest  in  Oberlin.  In  the  case  of  women  applicants  for 
the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  for  example,  where  this 
year  there  were  5 00  applicants,  most  of  them  of  good  quali- 
fications, for  the  160  available  places,  the  role  of  the  Ad-

missions  Counsellor  will  be  in  part  to  acquaint  prospective 
students  with  these  facts,  and  perhaps  at  times  to  send  the 
College  a word  of  appraisal  of  the  candidates.  In  the  face  of 
this  situation,  the  stimulaion  of  additional  women  applicants 
through  the  new  plan  would  only  make  more  difficult  a 
problem  which  is  already  the  cause  of  some  embarrassment 
to  both  the  alumni  and  the  College. 

In  the  case  of  men  applicants  to  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  the  Conservatory  of  Music,  Oberlin  seeks  to 
increase  both  numbers  and  quality,  and  the  main  recruiting 
effort  is  necessarily  in  that  direction.  It  is  expected  that 
the  new  plan  for  Admissions  Counsellors  will  be  especially 
fruitful  at  that  point,  that  alumni  will  give  continued  en- 
couragement to  men  of  the  right  qualifications.  On  its  part, 
the  College  will  admit  all  men  who  meet  the  subject  and 
grade  requirements  for  admission,  and  who  give  promise  of 
leading  happy  and  successful  careers  at  Oberlin;  and  the 
College  will  help,  within  the  limit  of  its  resources,  such 
well-qualified  men  as  need  assistance  to  get  to  college. 

The  Alumni  Admissions  Counsellor  plan  is  still  in  its  ex- 
perimental stage.  Alumni  names  will  be  added  to  the  list  of 
Counsellors  from  time  to  time,  and  alumni  who  are  inter- 
ested in  helping  in  this  work  are  encouraged  to  write  the  Ad- 
missions or  the  Alumni  Offices.  Criticisms  and  suggestions 
concerning  the  program  are  invited,  too. 

In  talking  with  prospective  students,  alumni  will,  of 
course,  be  perfectly  frank  in  presenting  the  picture  of  the 
College.  It  is  to  the  advantage  of  the  College  and  the  stu- 
dent, himself,  that  only  students  who  can  and  will  profit  by 
attending  Oberlin,  and  who  have  something  to  contribute 
to  its  standards  and  general  life  be  encouraged  to  apply. 

Lest  any  alumnus  hesitate  to  accept  this  responsibility 
of  Admissions  Counsellor  because  of  pressure  of  time,  it 
should  be  remembered  that  with  hundreds  of  alumni  serv- 
ing in  this  capacity  the  burden  upon  any  one  alumnus  will 
be  relatively  small.  In  some  areas,  where  inquiries  from  stu- 
dents are  few,  alumni  may  be  called  upon  very,  very  seldom. 
In  most  cases,  everywhere,  the  number  of  calls  will  be  com- 
paratively few.  The  alumnus  is  not  being  asked  to  go  out 
and  look  up  these  students,  although  he  may  if  he  so  chooses, 
but  rather  to  answer  such  personal  inquiries  as  may  be  di- 
rected to  him.

The 
committee  is  headed  by  College  Secre- 
tary Donald  M.  Love,  and  includes 
Professors  Schlesinger,  Stidley,  Lytle, 
and  Mr.  William  H.  Seaman. 

Special  Lecture  Series  Draws 
Consistent  Attendance 

The  lecture  series  sponsored  by  the 
College  on  the  general  subject  of 
"Democracy,  Communism,  and  Fas- 
cism,” offered  each  Thursday  night, 
continues  to  draw  consistently  large 
audiences  of  students,  facvdty  and 
townspeople.  Speakers  during  Novem-

On  Decem- 
ber 5,  Professor  Carl  J.  Friederich  of 
Harvard  spoke  on,  "The  Nazi  State 
in  Action,”  and  President  Wilkins 
closed  the  series  on  December  12, 
speaking  on  "Democracy  Today  and 
Tomorrow.” 

Oberlin  Students  Raise  Fund  to 
Aid  Needy  Students  in  Europe 
and  China 

Robert  Mackie,  General  Secretary  of 
the  World  Student  Christian  Federa- 
tion, spoke  to  Oberlin  students  on  No- 
vember 11,  in  opening  the  campus 
drive  for  funds  to  relieve  refugee  stu- 
dents in  Europe  and  Asia.  Other 
speakers  were  Ruth  Strong,  ’40, 
Traveling  Secretary  for  the  World  Stu- 
dent Service  Fund,  and  the  two  re- 
cently-returned Shansi  representatives, 
Charlotte  Tinker  and  Herbert  Van 
Meter.  In  the  course  of  the  fund  cam- 
paign, dormitories  served  International 
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Day  Dinners,  on  November  16,  each 
house  serving  dishes  allegedly  of  a cer- 
tain foreign  country.  (Actually  the 
menus  turned  out  to  be  familiar  Ameri- 
can dishes  with  names  taken  from  the 
Scandanavian,  Hungarian,  Turkish, 
etc.)  As  of  November  29,  the  total 
amount  raised  was  $870  of  the  total 
quota  of  $1,000  assigned  to  Oberlin. 

Oberlin  Student  Opinion  on 
Foreign  Affairs  Expressed  in 
Recent  Poll 

The  Oberlin  Review,  student  news- 
paper, conducted  a poll  of  student 
opinion  on  foreign  affairs  in  co-opera- 
tion with  the  Peace  and  Public  Affairs 
Forum.  The  poll  was  taken  by  classes, 
but  there  was  little  significant  differ- 
ence of  opinion  among  the  classes.  The 
interesting  results  are  as  follows: 

1.  Slightly  over  10%  favor  entering 
the  war  on  England’s  side.  The  rest 
oppose  entering  the  war  altogether. 

2.  About  1 5%  would  send  the  U.  S. 
Army  to  Europe.  Around  70%  are 
opposed  to  sending  the  Army. 

3.  Between  5 5%  and  65%  favor  send- 
ing the  Navy  and  Air  Force  to 
Europe  in  the  event  of  hostilities. 

4.  Some  80%  favor  a return  to  the 
cash  and  carry  policy  with  respect 
to  supplying  belligerents  with  goods 
and  war  materials. 

5.  While  about  20%  favor  a policy  of 
strict  neutrality  for  the  United 
States,  almost  80%  are  opposed  to 
strict  neutrality. 

6.  In  the  event  that  Germany  invades 
the  Western  Hemisphere,  nearly 
90%  of  the  students  would  favor 
armed  opposition. 

7.  About  70%  of  the  students  favor 
the  Selective  Service  Act  which 
went  into  effect  in  October. 

8.  Slightly  over  20%  of  the  students 
are  opposed  to  extending  the  Selec- 
tive Service  Act  beyond  1945,  when 
the  present  law  expires.  Some  70% 
would  favor  its  extension. 

9.  Among  the  students  who  registered 
on  October  16,  under  the  Selective 
Service  Act,  14%  report  that  they 
registered  as  conscientious  objectors. 
From  these  results  it  would  seem 

that  the  "average  student”  is  opposed 
to  entering  the  war,  but  if  war  is 
thrust  upon  the  United  States  by  the 
course  of  events,  he  would  be  opposed 
to  sending  over  the  Army,  but  would 
support  a policy  of  giving  aid  to  Eng- 
land with  the  Air  Corps  and  the  Navy. 
He  also  is  strongly  in  favor  of  de- 
fense of  the  Western  Hemisphere 
against  the  totalitarian  powers.  Sur- 
prisingly enough,  he  is  in  favor  of  the 
Selective  Service  Training  Act,  which 


bids  fair  to  alter  the  entire  course  of 
his  life,  even  after  he  has  served  his 
twelve-month  training  period;  fur- 
thermore, he  would  favor  extending 
the  life  of  the  law  beyond  1945. 

Campus  ASU  Group  to  Continue 
as  Part  of  Public  Affairs  Forum 

The  local  chapter  of  the  American 
Student  Union,  left  wing  student  or- 
ganization, once  one  of  the  most  vocal 
and  influential  campus  organizations, 
has  suffered  a scries  of  reverses  in  the 
past  two  years,  and  recently  came 
near  to  extinction  at  the  hands  of  the 
Student  Council.  Last  year  the  mem- 
bership split  over  action  of  the  na- 
tional organization  of  the  American 
Student  Union  which  refused  to  con- 
demn Russia’s  invasion  of  Finland,  and 
this  year  only  one  of  its  officers  re- 
turned to  the  campus.  Its  role  of 
active  protest  against  defense  measures 
and  conscription  has  been  taken  over 
by  the  newly-formed  Peace  Action 
Council,  leaving  it  little  to  do.  The 
Student  Council  considered  the  or- 
ganization’s plight  recently,  and  finally 
voted  not  to  cancel  its  charter  but  to 
let  the  ASU  federate  with  the  Peace 
and  Public  Affairs  Forum  as  one  of  its 
constituent  bodies. 

Students  Favoring  Allies,  Form 
New  Organization  in  PPA  Forum 

A new  group  of  students  seeking  to 
provide  for  organized  expression  of 
opinion  of  those  who  favor  "all  out” 
aid  to  Great  Britain  have  established 
a Committee  for  Democratic  Action, 
which  is  affiliated  with  the  Peace  and 
Public  Affairs  Forum.  Its  national  af- 
filiation will  be  with  the  William  Allen 
White  Committee  to  Defend  America 
by  Aiding  the  Allies.  Representatives 
of  this  group  have  engaged  in  lively 
controversy  in  the  pages  of  the  Oberlin 
Review  with  representatives  of  campus 
groups  of  opposite  opinions,  including 
the  American  Student  Union  and  the 
Peace  Action  Council. 

Musical  Union  Presents  "Messiah” 
in  Christmas  Concert 

Handel’s  "Messiah”  was  presented 
for  the  2 5 th  time  in  5 0 years  by  the 
Oberlin  Musical  Union,  accompanied 
by  the  Conservatory  Orchestra,  on 
Sunday,  December  15.  The  chorus  con- 
sisted of  200  voices,  and  there  were 
8 5 members  of  the  orchestra,  both  un- 
der the  direction  of  Professor  Maurice 
Kessler.  Soloists  were  Helen  Strass- 
burger,  ’39,  of  Willoughby,  Ohio; 
Miriam  Berg,  and  F.  Walter  Huffman, 
’2  8,  of  Cleveland;  and  Daniel  Harris, 
of  the  Conservatory.  Professor  Leo 
Holden  was  at  the  organ.

Accompanied  by  the  A Cappella 
Choir  and  the  Elizabethan  Singers,  the 
Modern  Dance  Group  of  the  Women’s 
Department  of  Physical  Education  pre- 
sented the  third  annual  Christmas 
Vespers  Service  in  Finney  Chapel  on 
December  8.

It  specializes 
in  pictorial  essays,  and  spot  news  pho- 
tographs. The  pictorial  essay  in  the 
current  number  is  "Portrait  of  a 
Lady,”  the  daily  round  of  activities  of 
Miss  Marguerite  Woodworth,  Dean  of 
Women.  Another  essay  puts  the  ques- 
tion, Are  Con  People  Human?”  and 
compares  the  working  day  of  Con- 
servatory and  College  student.  Another 
feature  is  'Oberlin  in  the  First  World 
War,  ’ which  includes  pictures  and 
stories  of  war  activities  of  Oberlin 
students  in  1917  and  1918,  as  gleaned 
from  the  Hi-O-Hi  of  those  years.

Bela  Bartok,  Hungarian  Composer 
In  Concert  with  Oberlin  Orchestra 

Bela  Bartok,  well-known  Hungarian 
composer,  pianist,  and  lecturer,  spent 
December  2 and  3,  on  the  Oberlin 
campus.  He  is  the  first  guest  artist 
ever  to  appear  with  the  Oberlin  Con- 
servatory Orchestra,  although  in  pre- 
vious years  Georges  Enesco  and  Mile. 
Nadia  Boulanger  have  appeared  as  guest 
conductors.  The  first  half  of  the  pro- 
gram was  given  over  to  piano  solos; 
in  the  second  half,  Bartok  played  the 
Mozart  Concerto  in  D-Minor  with  the 
orchestra  under  the  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor Kessler.

9,  when  he  participated  in  a panel  dis- 
cussion on  "Should  the  nations  of  the 
western  hemisphere  form  a permanent 
union  for  defense?” 

Dr.  George  Karo,  Professorial  Lec- 
turer in  Classics  at  Oberlin,  for  the 
second  time  delivered  a series  of  lec- 
tures under  the  Charles  Phelps  Taft 
Memorial  Fund  at  the  University  of 
Cincinnati,  on  November  26  and  27. 
He  gave  illustrated  lectures  on  the  art 
of  Etruria,  in  pre-Roman  Italy. 

On  November  8,  Professor  R.  P. 
Jameson  of  the  French  department 
spoke  on  "Modern  Foreign  Language 
Studies  in  a World  at  War,”  before  the 
Modern  Language  Section  of  the  Wis- 
consin Education  Association  in  M:l- 
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Cross  Country  Team  is  Again 
Ohio  Conference  Champion 

Taking  five  of  the  first  ten  places 
in  the  Ohio  Conference  run  on  No- 
vember 16,  at  Oberlin,  the  home  team 
took  its  tenth  championship  in  thirteen 
years.  Oberlin’s  score  was  far  ahead 
of  that  of  Case,  the  nearest  rival,  the 
Yeomen  getting  26  to  Case’s  64  points. 
It  was  sub-freezing  weather  in  Ober- 
lin, and  the  boys  looked  pretty  cold  in 
their  scanty  outfits.  Times  were  there- 
fore rather  slow  for  all  competitors. 
As  expected,  Gilbert  Dodds  of  Ash- 
land ran  away  with  first  place,  over  a 
minute  ahead  of  Bob  Wear,  Oberlin’s 
leading  runner,  who  came  in  second. 

Prior  to  winning  the  Championship, 
the  Oberlin  cross-country  team  met 
two  defeats;  the  first  was  at  Ohio 
State,  on  November  5.  First  Oberlin 
man  to  finish  was  Bruce  Anderson, 
who  took  fourth  place.  The  score  was 
18-43.  Dopesters  predicted  after  this 
meet  that  Miami  would  also  take  Ober- 
lin into  camp  the  following  week,  since 
Miami  had  been  defeated  by  State 
only  22-3  3.  This  prediction  was 
borne  out  by  the  outcome  of  the  meet 
on  November  9,  when  the  Yeomen, 
unused  to  Miami’s  hilly  course,  went 
down  in  defeat  for  the  second  time 
this  season,  27-28. 


Oberlin  Plays  First  International 
Basketball  Game  This  Year 

On  January  23,  Oberlin  will  meet  a 
foreign  team  on  the  basketball  floor  for 
the  first  time  in  history,  when  it  en- 
gages the  University  of  Mexico  squad 
in  Oberlin.  At  this  writing,  not  much 
is  known  about  the  Mexican  team,  but 
the  international  flavor  of  the  match 
will  make  it  an  unusual  occasion. 

Twenty-three  men  are  out  this  year 
for  basketball,  including  eight  letter- 
men  from  last  year.  Jack  Martin,  senior 
from  Washington,  Pennsylvania,  is 
captain  this  season.  These  eight  letter- 
men  give  an  experienced  nucleus  for 
what  should  prove  to  be  a team  super- 
ior to  what  Oberlin  has  put  on  the 
floor  in  several  seasons.  The  first  game 
will  be  at  home,  December  14,  with 
Allegheny.

Soccer  Team  Has  Trouble

Following  two  defeats  at  the  hands 
of  Slippery  Rock  and  Grove  City,  two 
veteran  Pennsylvania  teams,  Oberlin’s 
varsity  soccer  team  defeated  Allegheny, 
2-0,  on  November  6.  The  first  score

When  the  team  met  Carnegie  Tech 
at  Pittsburgh,  on  November  23,  tables 
were  reversed,  with  Oberlin  on  the 
little  end  of  a 2-1  score. 

Final  game  of  the  season,  the  first 
season  in  which  soccer  has  rated  as  a 
full-fledged  varsity  sport  at  Oberlin, 
was  played  at  Oberlin,  on  November 
3 0,  with  Wheaton  College  furnishing 
the  opposition.  Oberlin  won  the  match 
3-1! 


Football  Season  Reviewed  for 
the  Statistically  Minded 

Oberlin  won  four,  and  lost  three 
games  this  past  season.  During  the 
entire  season,  the  Yeomen  ran  up  a 
total  of  117  points,  as  against  104  for 
their  opponents.  In  number  of  first 
downs,  Oberlin  topped  Rochester,  Al- 
legheny, Wittenberg,  and  Wooster, 
and  tied  Denison  11-11,  but  the  last 
three  opponents  won  the  game.  On  the 
other  hand,  Oberlin  beat  Swarthmore 
with  five  first  downs  to  its  opponents 
twelve,  and  defeated  Hamilton  with 
eight  first  downs  to  Hamilton’s  ten. 
In  the  Allegheny  game,  the  Yeomen 
ran  up  3 34  yards  rushing,  and  22  yards 
passing,  to  their  opponents  total  gains 
of  only  102  yards.  But  in  the  entire 
season  the  yardage  gained  was  pretty 
evenly  divided  between  Oberlin  and 
opponents,  1,630  yards  for  Oberlin  and 
1,690  yards  for  the  opponents. 

Oberlin  had  a fairly  heavy  team  this 
year,  averaging  at  the  start  of  the 
season  about  180  pounds.  Ken  Briggs 
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performance  was  outstanding  as  bail- 
toter,  and  as  quarter-back  he  used  his 
head  consistently.  For  his  brilliant 
work  this  season  he  was  awarded 
quarterback  position  on  the  second  All- 
Ohio  Conference  team  by  United  Press, 
and  an  honorable  mention  by  sports 
writers  of  the  International  News 
Service. 

Denison  Defeats  Yeomen,  34-20 

Who  ever  heard  of  a football  game 
with  a score  like  that?  While  Ober- 
lin  came  out  on  the  smaller  end  of  the 
score  in  the  Denison  game,  November 
9,  those  twenty  points  that  the  Yeo- 
men collected  are  witness  to  the  fight 
that  the  boys  put  up  against  superior 
work  on  end  runs  and  passing.  In  the 
third  quarter,  behind  Denison  2 8-6,  the 
Yeomen  staged  an  offense  that  brought 
two  touchdowns  within  a few  minutes. 
Earlier  in  the  game,  after  Denison  made 
the  first  score,  Oberlin  staged  a 92- 
yard  march  down  the  field  for  its  first 
touchdown.  After  that,  however,  the 
Yeomen  found  that  Denison  could  run 
the  ball  as  well  as  pass,  and  that  it 
was  very  difficult  to  cover  both  kinds 
of  offense  at  the  same  time.  Thrill  of 
the  day  came  when  Oberlin’s  Worces- 
ter received  a kickoff  and  ran  it  back 
94  yards  for  a touchdown. 

Wooster  Blanks  Yeomen,  14-0, 
to  End  Football  Season 

Snow  flurries  and  a bitter  southwest 
wind  played  their  part  in  the  final  game 
of  the  season,  when  Wooster  demon- 
strated what  superior  line  drives  can 
mean  on  such  a day,  when  such  an 
offense  comes  at  the  right  moment. 
Wooster  won,  although  topped  by 
Oberlin  in  number  of  first  downs,  and 
yards  gained.  Oberlin’s  last-minute 
passing  attack  failed  in  the  face  of  the 
wind.  During  the  two  quarters  when 
Oberlin  had  a favorable  wind,  the 
Scots  were  able  to  hold  the  Yeomen 
to  small  gains.  But  when  Wooster  had 
the  wind  at  their  backs,  they  made 
full  use  of  their  advantage. 

Swimming  Squad  Includes 
Veterans  in  Every  Event 

Lettermen  of  last  year  are  back  for 
the  1940-41  swimming  season,  and 
signs  at  present  point  toward  a success- 
ful season.  With  the  first  meet 
scheduled  for  January  11,  when  the 
mermen  will  meet  Ohio  Wesleyan,  the 
squad  is  getting  nightly  workouts  in 
Crane  Pool.  The  team  is  captained  by 
Art  Cecil,  star  diver.  Members  of  the 
team  will  probably  spend  Christmas 
vacation  at  Fort  Lauderdale,  Florida, 
as  was  the  case  last  year,  where  they 
will  compete  with  leading  swimmers 
from  all  over  the  country.

broadly  speaking,  in  the  prominence 
of  Willkie  and  McNary.  Willkie 
reached  the  lead  on  the  fourth  ballot, 
but  dropped  back  thereafter — though 
rumor  has  it  that  he  would  have  been 
nominated  if  the  tenth  ballot  had  been 
reached.”  Senator  McNary  won  the 
nomination  on  the  ninth  ballot,  and 
Congressman  Joseph  Martin  of  Mas- 
sachusetts received  the  nomination  for 
the  vice  presidency.  Nor  should  the 
presence  of  ''Frieda”  go  unreported — 
the  first  live  elephant  to  grace  an  Ober- 
lin  Mock  Convention! 

Freshmen  Stood  First  in  National 
Test 

President  Wilkins  reports  with  justi- 
fiable pride  the  fact  that  last  fall 
Oberlin’s  freshman  class  in  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences  stood  first  among 
the  365  colleges  and  universities  whose 
freshmen  took  the  American  Council 
on  Education  Psychological  Examina- 
tion in  September,  193  9.  Ninety-three 
per  cent  of  the  Oberlin  Freshmen  were 
in  the  upper  half  of  the  national  dis- 
tribution; half  were  in  the  upper 
thirteen  per  cent  of  the  national  dis- 
tribution. This  record  is  one  indica- 
tion of  the  superior  group  of  students 
who  enter  Oberlin  through  the  selec- 
tive admissions  process  which  has  been 
in  effect  for  nearly  fifteen  years. 

Total  enrollment  of  students  in  all 
departments  was  1,960,  including  965 
men  and  995  women.  Total  enrollment 
in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences  was 
1,367;  in  the  Conservatory,  471;  and 
in  the  Graduate  School  of  Theology, 
122.  In  recent  years,  the  enrollment 
has  remained  stable,  being  limited  to 
the  capacity  of  present  educational 
and  living  facilities  at  Oberlin. 

Alumni  in  Men’s  Career 
Conference 

On  December  1 and  2,  1939,  some 
47  speakers  and  consultants,  most  of 
them  Oberlin  alumni,  came  to  the 
campus  for  the  two-day  Men’s  Career 
Conference.  Dr.  Grove  Patterson, 
’05,  gave  the  opening  Chapel  address 
on  "The  College  Man  in  the  World  of 
Today.”  Most  of  the  conference  was 
given  over  to  sectional  meetings  de- 
voted to  discussion  of  broader  fields  of 
work  open  to  college  men,  and  to 
smaller  round  table  discussions  of 
twenty-six  different  professions.  The 
program  included  a demonstration 
clinic  to  show  the  right  and  wrong  way 
to  write  letters  of  application,  and  to 
interview  a prospective  employer.  Says 
President  Wilkins,  "From  the  many 
letters  received  from  the  alumni  (con- 
sultants), it  is  clear  that  the  alumni 
are  vitally  interested  in  this  problem 


and  ready  to  give  their  services  gen- 
erously. Following  the  conference, 
some  400  alumni  agreed  to  serve  as 
Alumni  Career  Counsellors.  Many  of 
the  seniors  have  already  made  excel- 
lent use  of  these  advisory  services.” 

Interest  Grows  in  Debate  and 
Public  Speaking 

Formal  debate  and  public  speaking 
is  again  coming  to  the  fore  as  a major 
campus  interest,  as  it  was  back  in  the 
nineties,  and  the  early  1900’s.  President 
Wilkins  reports  that  about  fifty  stu- 
dents have  taken  active  part  in  the 
Forensic  Union,  which  carried  out  a 
program  of  5 6 inter-collegiate  debates 
and  65  extension  programs.  These  ex- 
tension programs  are  debates  or  discus- 
sions given  by  teams  of  Oberlin  stu- 
dents before  high  school  assemblies, 
luncheon  clubs,  and  other  organizations 
in  many  Ohio  towns  and  cities.  It  is 
estimated  that  as  many  as  ten  thousand 
people  heard  these  extension  programs 
brought  from  Oberlin.  The  topics 
chosen  are  almost  entirely  in  the  field 
of  public  affairs. 

During  the  year  under  review,  two 
major  student  organizations  merged. 
The  Oberlin  Peace  Society  and  the 
Public  Affairs  Society  combined  to 
form  the  Peace  and  Public  Affairs 
Forum.  The  merger  had  been  dis- 
cussed frequently,  first,  because  it  is 
becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  dif- 
ferentiate between  national  and  inter- 
national affairs,  and  second,  because 
the  two  societies  attracted  very  much 
the  same  group  of  students  to  their 
membership.  At  the  instance  of  the 
presidents  of  the  two  societies,  the 
merger  was  effected  in  the  spring  of 
1940. 

Student  Attitude  Toward  War 

Campus  opinion  regarding  the  war 
is  reported  by  the  President  as  being 
quite  different  among  faculty  from 
that  generally  held  by  the  students. 
Soon  after  Commencement,  95%  of 
the  faculty  members  then  in  Oberlin 
signed  a statement  indicating  general 
support  of  the  position  taken  by  the 
Will  iam  Allen  White  Committee,  de- 
manding every  support  of  Great 
Britain  short  of  war.  The  students, 
while  generally  pro-ally  in  their  sym- 
pathies, saw  the  war  less  in  its  world 
aspects  than  in  its  possible  disruption 
of  their  own  lives.  President  Wilkins 
says,  "Their  concern  was  strongest, 
naturally,  at  the  beginning  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year;  but  there  were  many 
for  whom  the  concern  was  constant. 
Into  it  entered  not  only  the  obvious 
elements  but  a sense  of  frustration  and 
bewilderment  in  that  the  peace  effort 
of  which  they  had  heard  so  much  in 
Oberlin  and  in  which  they  had  played 
so  considerable  a part  seemed  to  have

failed  utterly,  and  in  that  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  College  and  others  who  had 
led  in  the  peace  effort  now  spoke  of  a 
defensive  war  as  being  possible  and,  if 
unavoidable,  as  being  right.  The  re- 
ligious spirit  is  strong  in  Oberlin;  and 
to  that  spirit  the  idea  of  war  is  deeply 
repugnant.  And  there  were  some  ex- 
treme and  vocal  isolationists.  Yet  the 
President  believes  that  the  more  typi- 
cal frame  of  mind,  while  without  illu- 
sion or  enthusiasm,  was  one  of  reluc- 
tant readiness  to  share  in  defense, 
should  defense  prove  necessary.”
